It measures 304 feet to the right field fence, 
431 feet to the center field wall, and 418 feet to the left field 
corner. Since 1913 the park has grown 15 times its original 
size, but the original admission price of 50 cents for the grand- 
stand and 30 cents for the bleachers has never changed. Not 
even when attractions like Babe Ruth, Dizzy Dean, Carl Hubbell 
and others have come to the modern, up-to-the-minute steel and 
concrete park with the latest lighting system. 

Ten years ago the first night baseball game in New York 
City was played at Dexter Park. Even the Giants reluctantly 
played under lights for Max and Pitcher Roy Parmelee beat 
the Bushwicks, 5-3, before 18,060. 


“Can the Bushwicks beat a major league team?” This is the 
question often asked Max and he just grins and points to his roster 
which includes many men who could step into AA teams but who 
ean make more money holding jobs in New York and playing for 
the Bushwicks “on the side.”
